Week: December 22-29, 1057

1. A first spraying to prevent prach leaf riirl 
should be given now. This also applies to nectarines.

2. Red berried plants such as pyraciintha. hollies 
and cotoneaster, are adding a festive note to gardens 
during the holidays. Next year it could be in your gar­ 
den. Check your local nursery (or fine specimens now.

3. It's not too early to start priming fruit trees, 
roses and shrubs. Dormant spraying will help reduce 
garden pests.

4. A few handfuls of bug pellets will snag those 
pesty snails and slugs.

5. Among the plants in bloom at nurseries in con­ 
tainers now are daphne, heathers, cyclamen, azaleas 
and camellias.
